U. S. CUTTERS CAN’T AID 
EASTER ISLAND REFUGEES 


Eight SaHors Too Far Away, but 
Foreign Ships May’ Be Induced 
to Take Them Off. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Phe eight 
sailors from the abandoned Amerfcan 
schooner Eldorado, marooned on Easter 
Island far out in the South Pacific 
since last summer, probably will be 
brought back to civilization by a ship 

of enother nation. 

Assistant. Secretary of the Treasury 
Newton, who has charge of the United 
States revenue cutter service, reluctant- 
ly cecided that Easter Island is beyond 
the cruising radius of Pacific coast 
cutters, and turned over the request for 
assistance for the men from the owners 
of the Eldorado to Secretary Bryan.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 13.—Records 


which it is declared upset all the 
theories of Government experts regard- 
ing the origin of the Navajo Indians 
and show a complete diary of the leading

The discovery was due to the children 
of Shewank, present Chief of the Nava- 
jos, Who persuaded their father to al- 
low the records to be made public for 
the benefit of science, the announcement 
stated, Anemone Shewank, a graduate 
of the Indian school at Carlisle, is now in 
Philadelphia, arranging with Prof. G. 
B. Gordon of the university museum 
for the compilation and translation of 
the records. 


Records Seeretly Preserved. 

Her brother, t@ whom the leadership 
of her tribe will descend upon the death 
of her father, is also a graduate of an 
Eastern university. Their knowledge 
vf the futile attempts made by eth- 
nologists to trace the origin of the 
American Indian, acquired in the white 
man’s schoois, it is said, prompted them 
to intercede with their people for the 
publication of the Navajo records, which 
have been secretly preserved in pre- 
historic structures in the West for gen- 
erations. 

The records are carved on stone, 
burned on bark, molded in pottery and 
drawn on skins and parchment with hu- 
man blood, Indian inks and charcoal. 

One of the remarkable features of the 

records is the reference to three distinct 
races on the Continent of North Amer- 
ica 100) years or more ago. These peo- 
ple, according to the characters with 
which they are perpetuated, were of 
entirely different bleod and. antecedents 
and their customs and habits of life 
were at a great variance. Just who 
the three peoples were and their possi- 
bie origin is expected to be disclosed by 
the experts, -who are to examine the 
records. 
Members of the tribe knew of the ex- 
istence of the long chain of history, but 
realize neither its importance nor er-

2000 WOMEN ASK CHANGE 
IN CHICAGO SCHOOL LAW 


Appeal to Legislature Demands 
Right to Elect Board After

CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—T wo thousand Chi. 
cago women at a Mass meeting here 
today expressed their wrath at the 
forced resignation of Ella Flagg Young 
as Superintendent of Schools, and adopt- 
ed resolutions calling for a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature to make the 
Board of Education elective, instead of 
appointive as at present, so that the 
newty enfranchised women “may protect 
the interests of the public schools.”’

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A LUCKY HOTEL FIRE. 
Where would the responsibility have rested, 
had the fire at the La Salle Hotel caused the ap- 


palling list of dead and injured we have come to 
expect when flames attack a structure of this 
character? 

Probably some part of it would have rested on 
those who originally put up the building. A 
heavier part would have fallen on those whose 
duty it was u officials or private lessees to see 
that it had adequate means of egress. Some legis- 
lative delinquency might have been found in a 
failure to pass proper laws applying to hotels. 
As it was, the greatest damage was due to 
panic among the hundred guests, The presence 
of mind shown by the management in arousing 
the sleeping inmates would have been ineffectual 
had the flames been less easily subdued. The 
man most painfully injured attempted an exit 
from an upper room by sliding down a hot smoke- 
stack to the roof of a boiler room. Smokestack 
fire escapes are a poor substitute for the devices 
made obligatory by the law. 

The possibilities averted through sheer good 
luck at this fire convey a warning. The special 
and reassuring vigilance that succeeded the Ber- 
lin Hotel fire must be unceasing to insure safety.
